Slaughter of Tick-Infested : 


Deer Will S 


Plan Worked Out at Meet- 
ing Held in Orlando 
on Monday 


September 10th was tlie. date 
set for beginning the slauguter of 
tick-infested deer in Highlands, 
Glades, Osceola and Orange count- 
les, at a meeting held in Orlando 
Monday by members of the State 
Live Stock Sanitary Board and 
Game and Fresh Water Fish Com- 
mission. It was ‘decided by mem- 
bers of the two boiirds that removal 
of-wild deer in the aforementioned 
counties shall ie acdmplished by 
shooting by commissíoned agents, 
representatives and employees ‘of! 
the State Live Stock Sanitary 
Baord, and by any licensed hunter, 
except on fenced and posted prop-| 
erty. . 

At the public ‘hearing cattle 
men and sportsmen suggested 
ideas to be used in slaughtering’ 
the deér. Following.a^two hour 
meeting in the morning at the 
San Juan hotel members of thé’ 
two boards went into executive 
session and decided upon rules and 
regulations to govern the slaught- 
er, Several changes were made 
in a set of propospd rules offered 
at the hearing, ^ 

Official slaughter will start on 
Sept. 10 and continue until Dec. 
31, except in Osceola county where 
the board's action is subject to 
local regulations. Any person vio- 
lating regulations shall forfeit his. 
hunting license und permit. 

Regulations further state „that 
hunters must check in and out of 
stations to be set up by the board 
where all deer taken are to be 
inspected for ticks; deer must be 
butchered by the hunter and the 
hide, head and feet must be turn- 
ed over to a board representative; 
running dogs cannot be used in 
hunting; representatives 
cannot sell either hide or venison, 
and a complete record ?nuat be 
kept of all deer killed in th
